POSTAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Interest in postal matters appears 
to be growing and at present no pub- 
lic improvement is demanded with 
more unanimity or earnestness, Last 
week a delegation of representative 
business men, and officers of the sev- 
eral commercial bodies, visited Wash- 
ington and appeared before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads to urge the passage of a 
bill having for its object the securing 
ofthe more speedy distribution,collec- 
tion and delivery of the mails in the 
larger cities of the country. This is 
& much needed improvement, the 
present system being altogether too 
slow tv answer the requirements of 
modern business exigencies. Often 
the streets are crowded with vehicles 
and the vans conveying the mail 
pouches from railway stations remote 
from the post offices are delayed, 
causing, in the aggregate, incalcul- 
able annoyance and loss to the com- 
mercial community. Under the pres- 
ent system it not infrequently 
happens that mail vans sent from the 
post-office fail to reach the railway 
station in time, and a delay of from 
several hours to a dayis the result. 
This could be avoided by the use of 
pneumatic tubes cr some device 
which would insure the certain and 
prompt delivery of the pouches. The 
more speedy collection and distribu- 
tion of the mails is equally important 
and can be as readily accomplished. It 
is hoped thatthe arguments of the 
New York delegation impressed the 
committee with the importance of the 
reform prayed for, and that it will re- 
sult in the relief asked for by an early 
passage of the law proposed by Con- 
gress. 

An organized effort is being made 
throughout the country to secure the 
consolidation of the third and fourth 
ciass mail matter into one class, the 
rate to be one cent for two ounces. 
Why fourth class matter should be 
charged double the rate of third class 
matter has never been made clear, 
and certainly the arbitrary rulings 
which have relegated such a large 
amount of matter to the fourth class, 
merely on technical constructions of 
the law, have given cause for much 
dissatisfaction and just complaint. 
The reduction of the rate on what is 
now denominated as fourth class 
matter is urgently demanded by the 
commercial community, and as the 
major portion of the income of the 
Post Office Department comes from 
that source its needs are deserving of 
consideration. The change asked for 
would increase the business of the 
Department without a corresponding 
increase in the expenses. 

While Congress is considering these 
important matters it would be well to 
entirely overhaul and remodel the 
postal laws, which are altogether too 
obscure and sadly need simplifica- 
tion. They should be made more

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AN ADVANCE IN WINDOW GLASS. 





Although a well defined opinion ex- 
isted that the recently organized West- 
ern Window Glass Association would 
not find it advisable to advance prices 
at the present time, that is exactly 
what was done at the meeting held in 
Cleveland last Tuesday. There was a 
very full attendance at the conference 
and as the association membership 
now covers fully eighty per cent of 
the producing capacity in the West, 
and is financially in a position to pre- 
vent those manufacturers who may 
be in need of money from dumping 
their glasson the market to be dis- 
posed of at the best price it will bring, 
its action is of the greatest signifience. 
It is true that the big jobbers were 
not wholly placated because the manu-

JANUARY PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 
The reports of the several pipe lines 


showing the statistical position of 


petroleum at the close of January,and 
the production and movement during 
the month, confirms the estimates 
made by us in reviewing the condi- 
tion of the market, and was there- 
fore not a surprise, nor were the 
figures sufficiently demonstrative to 
exert special influence on the specu- 
lative market. The January report 
as a whole presents both bullish and 
bearish features, and to this fact may 
be attributed its failure to affect the 
market, some regarding one feature 
as the most prominent while others 
regarded the same as of less import- 
ance, and the report was regarded as 
bullish or bearish in its general tenor 
according to the bias of those discuss- 
ing thereport. The increase in stocks, 
although much smaller than during 
December, was sufficient to furnish 
material for bearish arguments, and 
this, taken in connection with the de-

On 
the other hand the bullish feature 
shown in the diminished runs was re- 
garded by most operators on the ex- 
change as of greater. importance, and 
this feature of the report was dis- 
cussed fully with the probable pros- 
pective production during the ensu- 
ing months. With but ordinary suc- 
cess attending drilling operations it 
is contended that the production will 
continue to decrease, during the first 
three months of the year at least. 
But then there is always the contin- 
gency of a new pool or field possible, 
though in the absence of much wild- 
catting this may regarded as some- 
what remote. 

The production during January, as 
represented by the pipe line runs, 
amounted to 2,943,665 barrels, which 
is a decrease of 907,551 barrels as com- 
pared with the December production. 
While it was expected that the report 
would show a considerable decrease 
in production, the actual figures 
prove the decrease to have been larger 
than was looked for. The runs, how- 
ever, were above the average for the 
twelve months of 1891. The deliveries 
amounted to 2,417,932 barrels, which 
is a decrease of 355,597 barrels, and 
while a decrease was indicated by the 
daily reports this was also largerthan 
was expected. While this decrease was 
large, the total deliveries were but lit- 
tle below those of January of last year, 
and were somewhat larger than the 
monthly average during the year.The 
decrease cannot,therefore,be regarded 
as having any special significance. 
The stocks at the close of the month 
footed up 15,902,468 barrels, which 
shows an increase during the month 
of 548,235 barrels. The increase in 
stocks has been unbroken, although 
irregular, since the opening of 1891, 
and the increase in that time amounts 
to 6,606,954 barrels, or an average of 
508,227 barrels per month, showing 
that the increase in January exceeded 
the average by 40,000 barrels. The 
amount of certificates outstanding at 
the close of the month represented 
6,674,253 barrels, which is an increase 
of 411,025 barrels, and indicates an 
augmented long interest in specula- 
tive operations. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, giving the statistics 
of Ohio oil, makes a decidedly bullish 
exhibit, the production having been 
smaller, the deliveries larger, and the 
stocks having decreased. The total 
production during the month 
amounted to 971,607 barrels, which is 
a decrease of 280,213 barrels, and is 
the smallest monthly production since 
June, 1890. The stocks at the close of 
the month amounted to 21,692,318 bar- 
rels, which is a decrease of 417,387 bar- 
rels. The average monthly consump- 
tion during last year amounted to 
1,097,893 barrels and shows steady 
growth,but notwithstanding this fact, 
and the decrease in stocks, Buckeye 
oil, as a speculative commodity, at- 
tracts no attention, no sales having 
been effected on the exchange for 
some time, and the speculative price 
is undetermined, though the last sale 
reported was at fourteen and one-half 
cents.

OBITUARY. 


CHARLES N. MANCHESTER. 


The going out of men fromthis life 
seldom leaves so black a pall,o‘ershad- 
owing so wide a circle of sincere 
mourners, as that which fell upon 
the friends of Charles N. Manchester, 
when the startling announcement of 
his sudden death came to them. 
Colonel Manchester, for it was by this 
well-earned title that he was generally 
called,had not been in good health for 
about two months, and had not felt 
able to devote himself to his regular 
duties until some ten days previous 
to his death. It was not supposed, 
however, that his condition was more 
serious than that which ordinarily at- 
tends a somewhat slow recovery trom 
a severe attack of the grip, by which 
he had been prostrated early in De- 
cember. e had _ recovered his 
wonted appearance of perfect health, 
and when he left his office on Tues- 
day afternoon, presented, and, it is be- 
lieved, felt no warning symptoms of 
approaching sickness, and certainl 
none, of the death which overtoo 
him in a bridge car on his was to his 
home. 

Charles Niles Manchester was born 
at Pawtucket, Rhode Island, in 1840. 
Soon after attaining his majority he 
joined the Rhode Island Cavalry and 

articipated in the second battle of 

ull’s Run and other important en- 
gagements. Toward the close of the 
war he came to New York and entered 
the employ of Raynolds, Devoe & 
Pratt. In 1873, the firm at that time 
being C. T. Raynolds & Co., he re- 
signed to take a position in the office 
of John Jewett & Sons, and up to the 
time of his death his interests were 
closely identified with those of that 
house. When the white lead and the 
linseed oil businesses were separated 
a few years later, he was admitted to 
partnership in the firm ofJ. A. Dean 
& Co., which succeeded to the oil 
business and upon the incorporativn 
of the firm as the Dean Linseed Oil 
Company, in 1890, he was elected sec- 
retary and treasurer. 

Col. Manchester was for many 
_ prominently identified with; the 

ational Guard of this State, serving 
on the staffs of Generals Molineux 
and Brownell, both old business 
and army associates. He retired 
from service in the National Guard 
about three years ago, being at that 
time assistant adjutant general. He 
was connected with the New England 
Society, of which organization he was 
formerly treasurer ; with the Hamilton 
Club of Brooklyn; the Montauk Club 
and several other prominent social 
and athletic organizations. Col. 
Manchester leaves a wife and one son. 
The funeral services were held at his 
late residence in Brooklyn on Thurs- 
day last, and the interment wus at 
Pawtucket, R. I. 

Possessed ofa nature the geniality 
of which was reflected in every lin- 
eament of a strikingly attractive face, 
and with an even temperament 
which, fortified by strong self control, 
was seldom ruffled and never gave 
evidence of whatever physical pain or 
mental suffering it may have hid, Col. 
Manchester was endowed with qual- 
ities which won not only the passing 
friendship, but the unfading devotion 
and confidence, of a host of men in 
every sphere in which he moved. In 
social or business affairs he was 
equally correct in all his dealings, 
equally true to every confidence and 
trust reposed in him, and equally 
careful and considerate of the rights 
and the feelings of others while unob- 
strusive of himself. He won popu- 
larity by no arts; he knew not how to 
be servile ;and he gained and retained 
friendships of the rarest and the 
warmest type, simply by being every 
inch the man that Nature made him. 
His home life was the crystallization 
of the attributes which made him 
loved wherever he was known, and 
the little circle which his death has 
bereft of its light and life, will be 
held in pitying remembrance by all 
of those to whom the lovliness of his 
character is now an unfading memory. 
But the sunlight of his life will 
penetrate even the gloom that now 
o’ershadows his bier, and sorrow for 
his death will struggle for place, in 
the minds of those who knew him, 
with gladness that he has lived. 


WELLINGTON H. BOYLE,

More about Paint Trade Prospects. 


The further our inquiries are prose- 
cuted the more evident it becomes 
that manufacturers and dealers, in 
the paint trade, at least, are making 
preparations for what they believe 
will be one of the most prosperous 

ears they have known within the 
ast decade. Representatives of the 
Reporter have this week interviewed 
a number of the leading manufac- 
turers of white lead, whiting, etc., and 
what they have to say is given in de- 
tail below: 

Mr. R. P. Rowe, of the National 
White Lead Co:—‘‘So far as our ob- 
servations go, we have every reason 
to believe that the white lead trade 
will be active this year. The 
pursued by distributers in 1891 leaves 
them at the present time with ve 
little stock on hand, and if there 
quirements of consumption should 
come up to anything like present 
expectations they will need a good deal 
of white lead with which to meet 
them. There is no doubt that the 
consumption of white lead is in- 
creasing. There is nothing that can 
adequately take its place, and con- 
sumers everywhere are satistied that 
it is farand away the best and most 
durable paint. ‘To-day the white lead 
business rests upon a very substan- 
tial foundation and the trade in this 
commodity is in a very healthy con- 
dition. During the last few years it 
has been a fad with house owners to 
use dark colors in painting, but there 
has latterly been a reaction in the 
popular taste, and in place of sombre 
tints we now have bright, pleasing 
combinations of color in which the 
light tints predominate. This ought 
to increase the demand for white lead, 
and we have no doubt that it will.”

White Lead and Linseed Oil Com- 
any :—‘‘We have found trade in white 
le to be fully equal in volume to 


that of the same time last year. Te 
be sure, it has been a little back- 
ward for the past two or three months, 
but that was to be expected during 
the winter months, and was common 
to all other lines. Now that the 
spring season is approaching there 
has been a sensible quickening of the 
demand, and business at the present 
time is entirely satisfactory. We 
look for an excellent spring trade. In 
fact, we can see no great reason why 
business should not be good. The 
general financial condition is such as 
to give reasonable ground forsuch an 
expectation, and we should be very 
much surprised if our expectations 
are not fulfilled. ‘The price of white 
lead is as low as it hus ever been, lin- 
seed oil, turpentine and colors are re- 
markably cheap, and the paint trade 
ought to be good if we are to judge 
by the precedent established in other 
years. ‘Then we should not lose 
sight of the fact that the change in 
the popular taste for colors, from the 
extremely dark to the medium and 
light shades which has become so 
marked within the past three or four 
months means a larger consumption 
of white lead, as a base at least. 
There is always a good deal of talk of 
the deterrent influences upon trade 
of a presidential year, but as the fact 
proves, the anticipation is worse than 
tho reality. Although a presidential 
election is to occur this year, I have 
not the slightest doubt that it will 
have no influence upon business in- 
terests. Consumers need the goods, 
and election, or no election, they are 
going to buy them. The general 
condition of the country is favorable 
to the unticipations of a good trade, 
and unless something altogether un- 


expected arises to prevent, there is 
good reason to believe that these an- 
ticipations will be realized.” 
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“Mr. J. B. Philips, of Phillips & 
Fergusson.—‘Trade so far this year 
is not so good as it was at the corres- 
onding time last year, but that is no 
foubt largely because the weather 
has been so much against us. If the 
weather we are now enjoying con- 
tinues for another week, business will 
improve materially. The outlook is 
bright enough. Orders for our Amer- 
ican prepared calsomine for future 
delivery are ae to come in 
quite freely, and we consider pros 
pects much better than they were at 
the co responding time a year ago.” 

D. ©. Belknap, of E. 8. Belknap’s 
Son.—“‘I think the outlook forrade 
this year is very fair. If we escape 
labor strikes, business will be much 
better than it was a year ago. Ido 
not think the presidential election 
campaign will have a bad effect upon 
business. Of late years people have 
attached less importance to the influ- 
ence of a change, of administration 
upon commercial interests than they 
did formerly. As our trade is con 
fined chiefly to the Eastern and Mia- 
die States, their financial condition 
interests us more directly than that 
of the South and West. So far asI 
can judge from present indications, 
the geveral condition of this part o! 
the country is favorable for a good 
busiuess. We. shall, as heretofore. 
confine our attention to our standard 
goods. As this is the oldest house in 
our line of business, and make noth 
ing but strictly pure putty, we get the 
cream of the trade.” 

Mr. Rickard, Rickard & Hewitt :— 
“So far this year the inquiry for tale 
has been good and we are one our 
share of it. Prospects for spring busi- 
ness are much brighter than they were 
last year at the sametime, and 1 think 
we shull have a good trade. Astothe 
outlook for general trade I hardly 
feel myself competent to express an 
opinion. Weare dealing in a spec- 
ialty and of course the condition ol 
our business could not be taken asa in- 
dication of what merchants and manu- 
facturers generally may expect all 
those with whom I have talked on the 
subject, however, seem to hold the 
opinion that business will be good.” 

Mr, William Baibach, the 8S. P. 
Wetherill Company.—‘*t The product 
of the Lehigh Zine and Iron Com- 
pany for this year has been sold and 
we are meeting with fair success in 
the introduction of our Florence 
Zine, so much so, that in instances 
we are given the preference over any 
of the imported brands. Business su 
far has been fairly active but not 
what might be called booming. We 
certainly look for as much activity in 
the near future as could reasonably 
be expected during a presidential 
year. The general condition of the 
country, particularly in the West, is 
one of prosperity, and so fur as our 
observations go business ought to be 
unusually goud this year.”

Menhaden Interests Before Congress. 


A delegation of fishermen and re- 
presentatives of the fishing interests 
appeared before the Fisheries Com- 
mittee of the House last Thursday. 
The bill introduced by Representative 
Lapham, of Rhode Island, permitting 
menhaden and mackerel to be taken 
with purse seines along the sea coasts 
of the United States, was under dis 
cussion, and the delegation came to 
support the bill. Among them were 
Eugene G. Blauckford,ex-Fish C..:mmis- 
sioner of the State of New York ; Cant. 
Robert P. Chalker, of the Connecticut 
Fish Commission; ex-Senator Haw- 
kins, of Suffolk county, N. Y.; C. B. 
Mitchell, B. F. Debutts and L. Pick- 
ert, representing the fish trade of 
Boston; Captain H. B. Joyce, of Bos- 
ton, representing the wholesale fish 
dealers of Buston and the fishermen 
employed in the mackerel industry ; 
William Brightman, Vaniel T. Church 
and Nathaniel Church, of Rhode Is. 
land; O. B. Whitten and Luther Mad 
dox, representing the Muine tisheries, 
and A. W. Howe, representing the 
fresh fish industries of Philadelphia. 

The first speaker was Mr. Brown, a 
Philadelphia lawyer, who represents 
the menhaden interests of Pennsyl 
vania and whois one of the owners of 
menhaden fishing vessels. He argued 
that no injury to any interest is af 
fected by free and unrestricted fish- 
ing; that any restriction or prohibi- 
tion of menhaden fishing would not 
only endanger the capital employed 
in it but also affect the farmer, be- 
cause any reduction in the amount of 
fish fertilizer would increase the cost. 

Mr. Eugene G, Blackford, of New 
York, spoke next. At one time, he 
said, he was strongly imbued with the 
belief that some legislation was neces- 
sary for the protection of sea fisheries. 
He then thought the eno1mous catch 
of fish by menhaden steamers and 
mackerel vessels would tend to de- 
plete the ocean of its valuable food 
tishes. Subsequently. when he ex- 
amined the matter more critically, he 
fuund the facts were entirely oppo 
site to the views he had entertained. 
He now believes that. mackerel, cod 
and other sea fishes, notwithstanding 
the immense catch and large con- 
sumption of such fish, both for food 
and other purposes, are just as plenti- 
ful and can be bought just us cheaply 
in our markets to-day because of the 
increased facilities for catching them. 

Captain J. W. Collins, the assistant 
of the United States Commissioner of 
Fish and Fisheries, followed Mr. 
Blackford. His argument was based 
on the lines for the most part laid 
down by Mr. Blackford. He was 
questioned at some length by the 
different members of the committee 
as to the effect of this kind of fishing 
upon the industry and as to the plen 
tifulness and scarcity of the different 
kinds of food tishes, and the commit- 
tee appeared to be impressed with his 
replies.

Abuses in the Varnish Trade. 


In these latter days of fierce com- 
petition many wrongs have crept into 
the varnish trade and grown up to 
lurge proportions, sanctified by cus- 
tom, and covered by the high stand- 
ing and respectability of many man- 
ufacturers of varnisiies. Varnishes 
are popularly supposed to yield large 
profits, and where large profits exist 
they are followed by, and abide 
among, many temptations. 

A pame or a brand becomes valu- 
able through real merit or judicious 
advertising, and success invites imi- 
tation. This iscommeuced by offer- 
ing goods represented as the same 
but ata cut price. Cutis met by tur- 
ther cutting until protit disappears 
and then the quality is lowered and 
debauched, while the name ur brand 
remains the same, and a varnish 
label or brand, in many instances, 
and to certain buyers is wurse than 
none at all. So long has this evil 


been growing and so widespread in | 
its practice that many varnish mak- 
ers not only practice it, but make no 
denial of it, satisfying their con- 
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sciences that custom sanctions it. 
They all do it, is the reply. 

Varnish salesmen have been in- 
structed to cut prices to keep or 
acquire trade, and varnish makers 
support their salesmen by assisting, 
they will make the —— to suit the 
selling price, while the name or brand 
remains the same. 

A case is known where two sales- 
men of the same house cut prices on 
each other, and when complaint 
reached the manufacturer the reply 
was: ‘‘One customer got a higher 
grade of varnish under the same 
name and brand than the other cus- 
‘omer got.’? Where is the remedy ? 
It rests with the buyer. He can, 
with very little trouble, learn what 
makers adopt this practice and g»vern 
himself accordingly. 

Trade as-ociations could profitably 
take up this question and furnish the 
necessary protection.

Believing that the best interests of 
theState and of the country at large

known as third class, the rate to be 
mecentfor two ounces, the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Trade asks 
thetrade and business organizations 
ofthe State and general public to co- 
operate with it in bringing about this 
deage of the law.

At the request of the presideut,Sec- 
retary Hoffman read the report of the 
Executive Committee on the above 
resolution, which was ‘that while the 
resolution was one of considerable 
value, it was inexpedient to take ac- 
tion upen it at present.” 


Mr. Wheeler.—I feel it my duty to 
appeal frorn the decision of the Exec- 
utive Committee, and to bring it be 
fore the Club; and I have a few re- 
marks that I propose to make in de- 
fence of my resolution. 

The President—When do you wish 
to address the meeting on this sub- 
ject. Mr. Wheeler ? 

Mr. Wheeler—This evening. 

The President — Mr. Wheeler de- 
sires to address the club at the 
present time. 

Mr. Wheeler—I am not surprised 
at the report of your committee on 
my resolution, offered at our last 
meeting, since I have not been ac- 
vorded a hearing by them, but I am 
disappointed, and do not think the 
members understand my pnrpose, 
for if they did it appears to me that 
they would be in favor of its adoption 
for our general welfare. The subject 
matter is to adopt a name and brand, 
by, and under the sanction of our 
club, for painters’ colors of the high- 
est grade of purity and excellence, 
to be known as the New England 
Club’s colors. And members be- 
coming interested in the distribution 
of these colors may have their names 
inserted in the labels. Such a course 
will create character for them, and in- 
sure confidence which no individual 
can make ina long period. It is a 
very important movement for our 
club to make, and one which has 
been neglected by us. The National 
Club tried to establish a similar sys- 
tem, but it fell through, I think, from 
absence of method; there must be a 
known standard of excellence b 
which this system can be regulated. 
Our club has made a compact between 
its members for the retail prices of 
pure lead, oil, turpentine and ben- 
zine, articles known distinctively of 
standard quality, and we have been 
faithful to our pledge of honor to not 
deviate from the Pricing Committee’s 
dictation. Now let us proceed an- 
other step in this direction in the 
adoption of a brand of ground colors 
for which we can make staple prices. 
But in order to do this successfully 
the business must be under the con- 
trol of acommittee qualified for the 
business of selecting material, and 
controlling the parties who manufac- 
ture the goods for us. It is expected 
that our members will generally en- 
courage this system, although it may 
be expected of them that they will not 
ahasdee their own established brands 
of colors so generally at once, which 
is now founded on the principle, gc 
as you please, and each one having 
his own standard of purity according 
to his judgment and conscience But 
if we adopt the club’s standard no 
customer will complain of deception, 
whoemploys them. At present, how- 
ever, we show our weakness by adver- 
tising and recommending the colors 
produced by paint grinders of 
other States whose names may 
not always be a_ sufficient guar- 
antee for us *to indorse’ only 
in the customary loose manner. 
It is time for us as honorable mer- 
cbants, dealers in paints, to take an 
independent course for ourselves that 
we may secure the confidence of the 
people of New England instead of im- 
porting colors from foreign states and 
cities. We need positive assurance 

that the package contains what is in- 


dicated by the label that we may be 
able to defend our word fortruth when 
we recommend our goods. And be- 
sides, we should be awake to the fact 
that evolution in art, is continually 
going on; painters are being educuted 
up to a higher plane, hence they de- 
mand a better quality of colors and 
material than ever, therefore un.ess 
we are prepared to supply it we shall 
get left. ‘The tinal conelysion arrived 
at by the corroders of white lead many 
years ago, after a struggle with the 
problem how to prevent mistakes 
when branding their packages, wus to 
make use of only one stencil and that 
for perfectly pure lead. It has saved 
them thousands of dollars and a good 
name. But,recurringagain to ground 
colors, there is danger in this connec- 
tion now vending. The manufacturers 
of white lead seem to have taken ad- 
vantage of our folly. It will be re- 
membered some time ago that they 
obtained samples of the various 
brands of artificial lead, had them 
analyzed and publ shed the result to- 
gether with the names of the owner, 
and sent it through the country. We 
thought at the timeit was funny busi- 
ness. But it has proved to be shrewd- 


ness on their part for it created a pre- 
judice an.ong property holders and 
painters which will be difficult to era- 
dicate. Now this movement was 
simply paving the way for the next; 
they now announce to the public,since 
there has been serious trouble with 
tinted paints, everybody complaining 
tl at the colors bleached and fade, 
scale off, &c.. we shall undertake the 
business of makivg pure tinted lead 
which can be depended upon. Isn't 
their object plain to be seen, they are 
not satisfied with our capital, labor 
and sacritice. to aid them to dispose 
of their lead fur the merest pittance of 
a commission, but they are now look- 
ing for the cream of our profits. 
From present appearance it really 
looks as though we are at their mercy. 
But let us examine this lead pigment 
and see whether all the virtues belong 
toitalone. Tis true it possesses ap- 
parently greater body or opacity than 
any other but that is owing to its den- 
sity, being a more penderous metal it 
occupies less space, hence its cover- 
ing capacity for a given space. 
It has the reputation of being the best 
paint because this sentiment has been

growing more than a hundred years; 
painters have sung its praises, which 
afterwards changed to requiems, and 
property holders chimed in the 
chorus. But, after all, its only merit 
is its opacity ; its limitation for econ- 
omy is less than two years upon ex- 
terior surfaees, when it commences to 
fall off or rubatthe touch But the 
greatest objection to it is its deleteri- 
ous effect upon health, which may be 
noticed in the countenances of all 
persons who are engaged in handling 
it or inhaling the atmosphere which is 
impregnated with its vapor. It pro- 
duces colicy pains or paralysis in the 
course of time. All of which can be 
avoided because a better subatitute is 
already provided which is perfectly 
harmless, more econemical and more 
durable—it is the oxida of zinc. This 
beautiful white paint pigment has 
been before the public more than 
forty years, and yet unknown to paint- 
ers has been the art of applying it 
successfully upon exteriors. If man- 
aged the same as white lead it will 
seale off. Some ten years ago I en- 
gaged in an investigation of the cause 
of this freak, and discovered the diffi 

culty. The actual cause of its scaling 
isan insufficiency of oil, and this 
must be applied as priming before 
painting; one or two coats of 
SS oe oil which fills the 
pores and forms a perfect cohesion 
with the paint. It wili outwear white 
lead three times and never scale. This 
discovery I dedicate to property ho!d- 
ers for their benefit, my experiment 
covered a period of ten year’s time 
and if its value could be estimated it 
would am: unt to millions of dollars. 
In a few days I shall have completed 
aterm of tifty years active life in the 
paint business, commencing March 1, 
1842, in Union street, Boston, and 
have ever been a close student in 
search of improvements in this line, 
Such has been the order in nearly 
every branch of business and my 
earnest desire is to have it carried on 
in this. Our club has taken the ini- 
tial in this good work and we can 
keep to the front if we are so deter- 
mined to labor for it. Permit me to 
relate the condition of things as they 
existed with this business only a half 
ceutury ago. There was not a paint 
store in this city safe to enter without 
danger of being daubed with paint, 
the floor and generally the sidewalk 
outside was covered with red and yel- 
low paints which was their sign for 
the paint store. I resolved to set an 
example, and made a clean room for 
the reception of my customers, ladies

with the Eastern and other outside 
manufacturers with a view to secur. 
ing their co-operation in maintainin 
prices and in other matters, There 
is nothing new in French glass. The 
demand is slow and prices are un- 
changed. 

Plate Glass.—The American manu. 
facturers have been in session at the 
Hoffman House in this city for the 
past three days. It is the largest and 
most representatative meeting of 
plate glass makers ever Feld 
seven out of eight of _ the 
factories being represented. Many 
important matters claimed the atten- 
tion of the delegates, but these were 
in turn referred to special committees 
whose report were presented to the 
association and acted upon as the ma- 
jority thought proper. ‘The claim of 
the large jobbers that they should 
have greater protection than that ac 
corded by the present difference be- 
tween the highest and lowest sell- 
ing prices was very carefully con- 
sidered, as was also the proposition to 
revise the long list so that it will con- 
form more closely to actual selling 
prices. Another important matter 
that occupied a good deal of time and 
attention was the question of making 
a uniform grade of giass. It has 
been claimed that the lower prices 
made on second quality have, ip con- 
sequence of the practice of some 
dealers of palming it off as first qual- 
ity, completely demoralized the mar- 
ket. Those who handle only first 
quality believe that this is an injus 
tice put upon tiem by less scrupulous 
pecple and look to the manufacturers 
for relief. 


Miscellaneous. 

Barytes.—The market is still rather 
quiet, though there has been some im- 
provement in the inquiry. The for- 
eign is taken up promptly on arrival, 
shipments being regulated so as to 
avoid the accumulation of stocks. 
Prices are well maintained at $18@20 
for prime white, $23@24 for foreign 
floated, and $31@32 for domestic 
floated. 


Chalk.—The market remains in 
practically the same position as last 
week, there having been no large 
business reported. 

China Clay.—The Swansea came «in 
this week with some 800 tons of clay a 
considerable proportion of which had 
already been placed, as the bark made 
an unexpectedly quick trip, however, 
a portion of her cargo had to go to 
store adding somewhat to the already 
full stocks on the spot.

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A Titusville Reminiscence. 


The 22d of January was the anni- 
versary of what was not only a mem- 
orable day for Titusville, but an 
epochal one for the then Pennsylvania 
oil regions, All the wells then 
drilled were within a radius of 20 
miles of Titusville and the town was 
the center of operations. From 
hardly a village it quickly became 
the Mecca for thousands of fortune- 
hunters from everywhere, the chief 
objective point in those remarkable 
days, which no oil field, whatever its 
richness may be, can ever duplicate 
again. 

With the incoming honorable for- 
tune hunters to the region there also 
came a hordeof thugs who represent- 
ed all grades of wickedness and in- 
cluded some of the worst characters 
who ever defied the law. The no- 
torious “Stonehouse Jack” for whom 
no undertaking was too desparate, 
was one of the leaders of this gang 
of robbers, incendiaries and cut- 
throats. They made Titusville their 
headquarters and the law was almost 
powerless in ne with them.Owing 
to the meager banking facilities, men 
who were prospecting for oil carried 
large sums of money upon their per- 
sons, thus offering fat victims for the 
gambler orrobber. If a traveler was 
waylaid upon a lonely road and re- 
lieved of his pile of greenbrcks, the 
a could easily be traced 
to Titusville and there be lost to just- 
ice, for his pals always shielded him 
effectively until the ripple of excite-

ment over the affair had blown aside. 
When there was no further danger 
the culprit again emerged from his 
seclusion to engage In committing 
new depredations. This condition of 
lawlessness continued without abate- 
ment, extending over a period of 
three years from 1863 to 1866. Finally 
the leading citizens of the city began 
to realize the fact that action of a 
stern character must be taken to pro- 
tect life and property. Towards the 
close of 1865 andthe beginning of 
1866 the roughs of the whole region 
seemed to gather at this point more 
than any other, and not only did they 
defy every mandate of law, as at- 
tempted to be enforced by the police, 
but they boldly proclaimed that the 
whole city possessed no power to 
compel them to respect authority. In 
the interval a number of fires oc- 
curred in the city under circum- 
stances that left strong evidence that 
they were the work of incendiaries for 
the purpose of plunder. Coupled 
with these acts were a series of rob- 
beries that added still more to the 
sentiment of public condemnation. 

— the night of January 21, 1866, 
public opinion reached a climax and 
resolved to wreak vengeance upon the 
toughs who had grown bold and de- 
fiant. Onthat night the large mer- 
cantile establishment of E. B. Chase 
& Co., with other buildings, located 
in the center of the town, was burned. 
Next morning, while tne ruins of the 
building were yet smouldering, a num- 
ber of leading citizens met in Esquire 
Chase’s office and formed themsevles 
into a vigilance committee. Their pur- 
pose was to discover. if possible, the 
perpetrators of the conflagration and 
to hang the culprits when found. 

They called into service the chief of 
police, and he proceeded with the force 
under his command to gather in the 

rincipal thives and cut-throats that 

nfested the town. As fast as they 

were brought to the headquarters of 
the Vigilance Committee they were 
examined by the ‘Citizens’ Court’”’ 
and then locked up in an adjoining 
room. During the day while the ar- 
rests and trials were proceeding a 
large and imposing gallows was erect- 
ed upon a vacant lot po to the 
still smoking embers of the fire of the 
previcus night. 

The high court of the Vigilantes sat 
without interruption all that day, all 
night and well into the next forenoon, 
but enough evidence of a positive 
character could not be produced to 
justify hanging. The Vigilantes, how- 
ever, were fully aroused. There could 
be no half-way measures adopted. The 
law-breaking element must leave Ti- 
tusville. Thereupon sentence of ban- 
ishment was passed by the committee. 
The notorious ‘Stonehouse Jack”’ and 
about 100 other men, with a number 
of women of the demi-monde, came 
under this sentence. With those that 
were already in the improvised prison, 
the balance were soon collected. The 
whole party was then formed in line

Suez Canal Petroleum Regulations 


A Paris correspondent has obtaingy 
a = of the new regulations for the 
transit of ships laden with petroleuy, 
in bulk-th1ough the Suez Canal, The 
are wey t tad 7 

“1. Any ship laden with petrole 
oilin bulk shall, on arriving a 
any port of access to the canal, ¢ 
once make herself known by flying at 
the mizzen one of the signals hereatter 
described, which shall remain flyin 
during the whole of her trapgit 
Whenever any such ship makes ay 
stay in port, she will be isolated by 
means of floating booms. 5 

“2. Before obtaining entrance inty 
the canal the captain shall make , 
declaration to the following effect: 
0) That his ship is specially clasged 
or the carriage of petroleum oil ip 
bulk in class; (2) that her cargo com. 
prises refined petroleum oil only, of, 
uniform quality, no sample of which 
taken at the port of loading, shali 
have given a flashing point below 9° 
C. (73° F.), this temperature havin 
been ascertained, conformably wi 
such process of close test as may be 
recognized and made use of in the 
petroleum oil trade—as, for instance, 
the Abel test or any other close test 
of a not lesser degree of accuracy; 
(3) that her sole means of lighting, ex. 
cepting the regulation apparatus for 
night transit and her mast lights, are 
electric incandescent lamps, and that 
all her electric installations are in ac. 
cordance with the rules of Lloyd’sor 
Veritas ; (4) that the ship is provided 
with pumps intended solely forthe 
loading and unloading of petroleum 
oil, and having an effective pumping 
capacity of 300 tons weight of oil per 
hour at a minimum; (5) that no single 
tank in the ship has a cubic capacity 
greater than 300 tons measurement, 
nor can discharge its contents into 
any adjoining tank through any ap 
erture or want of continuity whatever 
of its walls; (6) that no tank is placed 
either in the bows orstern of the ship; 
(7) that the portion of the ship oceu- 
pied by the tanks is completely seps- 
rated from the forward and after parts 
by double oil tight bulkheads forming 
spaces wholly filled with water. 

“3. Any steamer laden with petro- 
leum oil in bulk must be convoyed

sional regulations, but her captain 
shall make a declaration to the effect 
that he has carried out all operations 


sary to avoid the presence of any va- 
por from petroleum oil in the tanks 
or in any other part of the ship. 

“6. All the provisions of the regula- 
tions for navigation, and any appen- 
dix thereto not contrary to the provi- 
sions of these pruvisional regulations, 
remain applicable.”’ 

A foot note indicates the signals to 
be kept flying by the petroleum 
steamers during their transit through 
the canal and their stay in the ports 
of access, in accordance with article 1 
of these provisional regulations. 
They are a red flag above one ball by 
day and a white light between two red 
ones by night.

shown here while on the Western ex- 
changes business has been no _ better. 
Prices have varied little and have 
averaged about the same as they did 
the week previous. Some little ex- 
citement would be a relief from the 
monotonous dullness and tameness 
which has characterized the market so 
long. There has also been no change in 
the statistical! situation, the runs still 
exceeding the deliveries, though not 
to the same extent as last month. 
With an increase in the deliveries 
during the remainder of the month, 
the increase in stocks will not be 
much more than one half of that of 
January, but a change in the con- 
ditions may occur which would ma- 
terially alter the situation as at 
present indicated. The ‘‘good time 
coming”’ so hopefully spoken of by 
chairman Peters, appears as yet a 
long way off, and the hopefil ones 
among the brokers are by no 
means numerous. Buckeyes are 
still entirely neglected and _ in- 
quiry on the floor of ’Change 
for a bid elicited no respense. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
53,000 bbls ($3,000 N. T. and 000 B.) 
against 125,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 336,000 bbls, 
against 240,000 bbls during the pre- 
ceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other two exchanges 
amounted to 1,190,000 bbls, against 
2,243,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Friday, when 6U%e was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 59%c, and was touched on 
Monday. ‘Ihe opening price last 
Monday was 59%c, and the close this 
noon was at 60%c, showing a gain 
of %c asthe result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for the week was %c. The 
highest price for Buckeye cercificates 
was 14\%c, reached on each day, and 
the lowest was 144%c, touched on each 
day.

The Sunflower Industry of Russia. 


REPORT BY CONSUL GENERAL CRAWFORD 
OF ST. PETERSBURG. 

The sunflower as a garden plant has 
been known all over Russia for many 
years, but only in certain districts has 
itbeen cultivated on a large scale as 
anindustry. The first cultivation of 
sunflower seed for mercantile pur- 
poses began in 1842 in the village 
Alexeievka, district of Berutchinsk, 
government of Voronezh, by a farmer 
named Bokareff, who was the first to 
obtain oil from the seed. Bokareff, 
soon fuund many followers among his 
fellow-farmers, and the village of 
Alexeievka soon became the center of 
the new industry. The government 
of Voronezh is even now the chief dis- 
trict in European Russia for the grow- 
ing of the sunflower. Besides the dis- 
trict of Berutchinsk, this plant is cul- 
tivated on a large scale in the district 
of Novokhopersk, Ostrogoshk, Bobro- 
vek, Valou.sk and Korotoiaks. From 
the government of Voronezh the cul- 
tivation of sunflowers spread to the 
adjacent governments of Tambov and 
Saratov, where there are large fields 
culcivated with this plant, particular- 
ly in the laiter government, where 


here will be found extensive 
districts owned by the town of 
Saratov itself. Furthermore, the 


people of the province of the Don and 
the governments of Simbeersk and 
mara are more or less engaged in 
this trade ; in fact, in the entire south- 
east of Russia the sunflower furnishes 
ipeminent product of the farm.

In the seed 
growing district of Saratov there are 
onlv thirty-four village oil mills pro- 
ducing oil worth $40,000 annually, 
whereas in the town of Saratov $450,000 
worth of oil is manufactured annually. 
The substance remaining from the oil 
manufacture, or the sunflower cakes, 
being used as cattle food, is also a 
valuable product. These cakes, how- 
ever, have a comparatively small de- 
mand in Russia, and are largely ex- 
ported to foreign countries, princi- 
paly to Germany and England. The 
government of Saratov, for instance, 
exports about 2,000,000 pounds of sun- 
flower cakes to different countries, 
where some more oil is pressed out cf 
them before being used for cattle 
food. , 

The sunflower cakes from one of 
the principal items in the export of 
Russia. 

The sunflower shells, being used for 
heating purposes, form an article of 
trade in several districts. The seed 
cups are not wasted, but are used as 
food for sheep. 

The peasants in the government of 
Tambov are increasing the cultiva- 
vion of the sunflower, owing to the 
following reasons: There is a stead- 
ily increasing demand at home and 
abroad for the seed, thus making the 
industry a profitable one, especially 
as Russia is the chief source of supply ; 
through the cultivation of sunflowed 
it is possible to adopt a more extensive 
mode of agriculture ; it is proved that 
a given plot of land used for the grow- 
ing of sunflowers has yielded $20, as 
against the usual $10; the soil became 
very porous and better prepared for 
the rotation of crops. 

The cultivation of the sunflower is 
almost entirely in the hands of the 
peasants, and therefore the industry 
is not conducted on scientific or com- 
mercial principles. 

The stalk very often being 3 inches 
in diameter and about 8 feet long, 
sometimes bearing many heads, some 
of which are more than a foot in di- 
ameter containing about 2,000 seeds, 
it is evident that in order to grow 
this plant profitably it is absolutely 
necessary to have a very fertile soil. 
which atthe time time must be very 
compact and sufficiently deep to sus- 
tain the stalk with its reots. The best 
soil for this purpose is mold or black 
land mixed with sand. On meager 
soil the seeds grow flat and small, 
whereas on stout soil round, heavy, 
and rich seeds are obtained. Soil 
where potatoes and peas have been 
profitably cultivated without arti- 
ficial manure may be adopted for the 
growing of the sunflower. It also 
thrives well on newly worked fields if 
the soil is not composed of too much 
clay and sand. On clay and sandy 
soil the sunflower does not thrive, as 
it cannot retain the moisture abso- 
lutely necessary,nor are the roots able 
to sustain the weight of the fruit. Ob- 
servations have proved, however, 
that the sunflower can be cultivated 
on porous mold formed from dried 
marshes, only the soil must be free of 
acid and must be sufficiently moist. 
On limy ground the suntiowe1 suc- 
ceeds very satisfactorily, on chalky 
ground it is poor and short grown, 
but porous, limy soil is the most prac- 
ticable forits cultivation.Owing to the 
huge size of the plant and the great 
height of its stalks, it is necessary to 
protect it from storms; therefore, 


elevated grounds must be avoided, 
On hilly but sheltered fields the sun- 
flower succeeds well, but much better 
on level ground. On the other hand, 
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fields too much sheltered and shaded | can only be removed by hand. Then, 


must be avoided, as the plant needs 
not only great warmth, but the direct 
support of the sun, a fact indicated 
by the flower itself in turning its face 
constantly to the sun while growing. 
On low land near to the river banks 
the sunflower grows beautifully, al- 
though the rank growth of weeds 
along the river banks greatly in- 
creases the labor of cultivation. In 
general it can be said that the warmer 
_nd moister the atmosphere and the 
stronger and longer the effect of 
the sun on the plant, the richer and 
better are the seeds. 

The sunflower requiring a great 
deal of moisture, is very essential to 
guard the ground from unnecessary 
uiring; therefore, it is advisable to 
plow the soil in the autumn. In plow- 
ing the ground no large lumps must 
be left therein, as the large roots of 
the plants growing about a foot deep 
must not be prevented from freely 
spreading in the porous soil. On the 
other hand, it would be unprofitable 
to prepare the soil too tine, as such 
ground, after the first rain, will form 
a hard surface, preventing the air 
and water from passing through it. 
This rule must be followed, partic- 
ularly in districts of hot, black earth, 
where the heat sets in early in the 
spring. 

Of the different kinds of sunflower 
seed in Russia—some white or gray, 
some brown with white or gray 
stripes, some quite black, dyeing the 
cells a dark violet color—the gray and 
striped seeds are preferred, as they 
appear to be much cleaner and hand- 
somer, and therefore command a 
higher price, especially for the pur- 
poses of raw consumption by the 
common people. The black seed 
owing to its dark coloring matter, is 
generally avoided. All these seeds 
appear in the market divided into two 
sorts. The larger kind, containing 
less oil, is the cheaper; the smaller, 
producing more oil, is sold to the oil- 
manufacturers and is much more ex- 
pensive. The latter seeds are flat and 
oval, like coffee beans, and are con- 
sidered the best for this industry. 
Food seeds must nave a_ pleasant 
taste, a fresh smell and good weight. 

The main condition for a profitable 
cultivation of sunflowers is to choose 
ripe seeds and carefully preserve 
them during the winter. ‘or this 
purpose the very best seed cups are 
taken in the autumn, which are hung 
by their stalks in adry place where 
the sun cannot reach them. In the 
spring the seeds are shaken out and 
dried in ovens and made ready for the 
sowing. Seed thus prepared givea 
very good plant. 

The swalower is sown either broad- 
east or in rows; in the latter case the 
seed should be placed about 6 inches 
apart. The sowing of the seed broad- 
cast, being the mare quickly per- 
formed, is generally tavored on large 
iarms, especially where the farmers 
have not sufficient help. Of the two 
methods—sowing in the fall and in 
the spring—the latter seems to pro- 
duce the most satisfactory results. 
Seed sown early, even on poorly =e 
pared ground, does much better than 
when sown late under the best condi- 
tions of the soil. Although the sow- 
ing in rows requires more time and 
more work at first, and consequently 
is more expensive, it has great ad- 
vantage over the broadcast meth. d. 
The weeds, for example, which should 
be carefully kept down or the crop will 
be ruined,can be removed by means of 
horse plows and horse cultivators and 
hoes, while in broadcast sowing they 
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too,the seeds ripen much more quick- 
ly in rows, the wind and the sun hav- 
ing freer access thereto. 

If American methods were em- 
ployed, such as sowing by machinery, 
the expense of sowing would be great- 
ly reduced and the seeds would be 
planted regularly und covered evenly 
and at the proper depth, making it 
comparatively easy to keep the fields 
clean of weeds, and thus increase 
enormously the profits of sunflower 
farming. 

The huge heads, the thick stalks, 
and the large leaves of the sunflower 
would lead one scientifically to con- 
clude thatit would greatly impoverish 
the soil on which it is extensively 
grown, but the practice of many years 
proves to the contrary. An _experi- 
enced Russian farmer, Mr. Taratch- 
koff, asserts that, although it is gene- 
rally believed that all oil-producing 
plants greatly exhaust the land, the 
sunflower seems to be an exception. 
He says that he has, for experiment, 
sown winter wheat and other corn 
many times after the sunflower and 
other plants, and the crops were al- 
ways better after the sunflower. 
Therefore, he maintains the view held 
in the village of Alexeievka that the 
sunflower not only does not exhaust 
the land, but that it actually enriches 
it. Thesame view is entertained by 
other experienced farmers in the gov- 
ernment of Saratov and Voronezh. 
One, Mr. Pereleshin, says that wheat 
especially grows very much better 
alter a sunflower crop. For instance, 
onthe large steppes in the govern- 
mentof Voronezh the sunflower is 
sown alternately with wheat and flax, 
the crops of which are always very 
abundant; whereas, if wheat and flax 
are rotated, or, if either is sown in 
succession on the same ground but 
without being preceded by the sun- 
flower, the crop will soon be unsatis- 
factory. The sunflower has a benefi- 
cial effect on wheat and other cereal 
crops following, owing to the long, 
strong roots of this plantreaching the 
lower depths of the subsoil, making 
it porous, and thus distributing the 
richness of the earth below even bet- 
ter than by plowing. The numerous 
large leaves of this plant, by shading 
the ground, retain therein the moist- 
ure and at the same time prevent the 
spreading of weeds. The sunflower, 
like all large-leafed plants, increases 
the fertility of the lind. The large 
roots of the plant, absorbing the 
water, soon decay in the earth and 
leave, according to a careful estimate, 
about 2,000 pounds of manure per 
acrein the soil. A peculiarity of 
the plant is that the leaves remain 
always green even ofter the seeds are 

uite ripe. It is claimed that the sun- 
dave cultivated in low, unhealthy, 
swampy, or malarious districts pre- 
vents spreading of miasmatic diseases. 

Good well-aired seeds sprout and 
reach the surface in about eight days 
under favorable conditions, the first 
appearance of the sprouts being very 
similar to those of the cucumber. 
Seeds dried in ovens or corn kilns do 
not sprcut so readily, but the plant is 
stronger ind more reliable. In a week 
or two after the appearance of the 
sprouts it is necessary to pull them 
out in places where they are too thick 
bearing in mind that the space be- 
tween the plants should be 1% feet. 
The field when the plant is about 6 
inches high or when it has four leaves 
should be weeded, a very essential 
part of the labor of sunflower farm- 
ing.

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South African Acacia Gum. 


The Acacia horrida, or ‘Doorn- 
boom,” whte® yields a considerable 
part of the gum arabic brought upon 
the English market from South 
Africa, is one of the most widely dis- 
tributed forms of vegetation in that 
part of the globe. A recent account 
of the economic products of German 
southwest Africa furnishes some par- 
ticulars of the collection of the gum 
in that colony. The gum can only be 
gathered in the dry season, when the 
collection is much impeded by the 
want of drinking water and of labor- 
ers—the whole colony of German 
southwest Africa, a country as large 
as England and Wales, having only 
about 24,000 inhabitants. The value 
of the gum in the interior is about 50 
- cent. of the price it realizes on the 

ondon market. The cost is in- 
creased by 20 per cent. by the trans- 
portation to the coast. by another 40 
per cent. for carriage from the coast

Estimation of Total Alkaloids in Quinine 
Barks. 


The following method has been 
recomended by Herr. W. Haubensak 
as preferable to that in general us. 
the chief difference is that sulphuric 
acid is used to take up the 
from the ether-alcohol ammonia soli 
tion, by which means they are ob- 
tained free from resinous mattis 
and wax: Twenty grms. of the balk 
is very finely powdered, and pué into 
a 500¢.c. flask with 10 c.c, of 10 Pa 
cent. ammonia and 20 ¢.c. of % Pe 
cent. alcohol; 170 ¢.c. of pure ether 
added, and the whole shaken occa 
sionally during 2 or 3 hours, | 4s 
off 100 ¢.c. ofthe clear extract ipto & 
separator, and shake with 50 6% se 
water and a slight excess of 
acid. Allow the fluids to 8 ’ 
and run off the lower acid ution 
warm, to expel the dissolved 6 :
